Sparks from Father Mark 

Fashion Me A People Conference was all about lifting up 
the vision of what it means to be a “life-long learner” of the 
Catholic Faith, we happen to call it “Gatherings of Grace” at 
OLBH. There are other names as well, such as 
intergenerational faith formation, whole community catechesis and 
generations of faith. The goal regardless of what we call it is simply to never 
stop learning, praying, studying, sharing and living our Catholic faith. 



One of our speakers shared a Pastoral Letter from Bishop Brown of the 
Diocese of Orange, CA, entitled Learning, Loving and Living Your Faith. Here 
is a short summary of the Bishop’s Brown pastoral letter. I have included 
the website in which you can down load the pastoral letter in its entirety.

Bishop Brown’s recently released Pastoral Letter begins by begging the Holy 
Spirit for the grace to inspire each and every one of us to seek a heartfelt 
enthusiasm for our Catholic faith. His concern is about the easy-going 
attitude toward the faith held by many. The problem he identifies is one of 
indifference. This is evident in the following indicators: 

• Enrollment in religious education classes often drops dramatically 
after First Communion. 

• Less than half of the Catholic students who attend our schools 
come to Mass regularly on the weekend because their parents don’t. 

• The fervor that leads up to Confirmation often fades and few teens 
remain involved after the celebration. 

• After their wedding, few couples remain connected or involved in a 
parish. 

• Some baptized and received at Easter often lose their enthusiasm, 
become disconnected and are not around regularly after a year or 
two. 

• Many of our catechists/teachers do not take the time to work on 
their basic certification in religious formation. 

While Catholics are the largest denomination in Orange County, the second 
largest is “former” Catholics. The faith and commitment of many Catholics 
has not reached the depth needed to sustain their Catholic faith and keep 
up its practice over the course of their lives. 

Bishop Brown’s challenge and invitation is to each and every one of us. He 
is asking that we make our own commitment to ongoing formation. And it is 
this commitment by each and every Catholic in the Diocese of Orange to 
better know, love and live out his or her faith, that will turn this trend 
around. How far must I go to deepen my knowledge and practice my 
Catholic faith sufficiently? What is expected of me?

Saint John Bosco 

was an Italian Catholic 
priest, and recognized 
educator, who put into 
practice the dogma of his 
religion, employing 

teaching methods based 
on love rather than 
punishment. He placed 
his works under the protection of Francis de 
Sales; thus his followers styled themselves 
the Salesian Society. He is the only Saint 
with the title "Father and Teacher of Youth." 

Don Bosco believed education to be a 
"matter of the heart," and said that the boys 
must not only be loved, but know that they 
are loved. He also pointed to three 
components of the Preventive System: 
reason, religion, and kindness. Music and 
games also went into the mix. The 
Memorial for St. John Bosco is January 31.

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March for Meals Campaign 

On Sunday, February 15, 2009, the 
Western South Dakota Senior 
Services Meals Program (Meals on 
Wheels) will be kicking off the annual 
March for Meals campaign with an 
All-you-can-eat Pancake Breakfast 
and Silent Auction. 

Tickets for the pancake breakfast are 
$6.00 each and can be purchased in 
advance at 303 N. Maple (corner of 
New York St and North Maple) or at 
the breakfast. The event is from 9 am 
to 1 pm at the VFW Hall located at 
420 Main St. in Rapid City—394- 
6002. 

The Meals Program is a private, non¬ 
profit organization under section 501 
(c) 3 of the Internal Revenue Code, 
which serves hot nutritious meals in 
a group dining setting to 575 seniors 
on a daily basis and offers delivery 
service to 230 seniors who are unable 
to leave their homes. Our service 
area includes 16 communities 
throughout western South Dakota. 
We offer these meals on a donation 
basis to anyone at least 60 years of 
age, regardless of their ability to 
donate toward the cost of their meal. 

The mission of the Meals Program is 
to assist seniors in maintaining 
independence through good 
nutrition, deferring admission to long 
term care facilities. Assisted living 
and nursing home costs range from 
$4,500 to $5,000 per month. Our 
cost for 30 days of meal provision 
totals $200.00. Our program 
currently promotes health 

maintenance and disease prevention 
by serving all seniors. Presently, we 
service over 1600 seniors per year. 
These seniors depend upon us to 
provide them with one quality, 
nutritious meal five days per week.
